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COMBINED TRAINING AND THE THOROUGHBRED 





The growing interest in Combined Training, otherwise known as Three 
Day Events, in this country, necessarily raises the question as to what type 
of horse is most suitable. This interest usually begins in our Pony Clubs, 
whose Regional and National rallies are based on the event. Since many of 
them ride ponies or horses purposely selected with a proportion of “cold” 
blood because of the quietness this imparts, however, the Rally events are 
necessarily modified to suit the abilities of the mounts. 

What we are here concerned with are the horses used by older children 
and adults. The argument as to whether Thoroughbred or non-Thorough- 
bred horses make the best hunters is one which has been debated at great 
length in past issues of The Chronicle. Many of the same considerations 
apply when their relative merits are considered in connection with Com- 
bined Training—what the Federation Equestre Internationale (F.E.I.) calls 
the Concours Complet d’Equitation or Complete Test. This consists of five 
phases—dressage, roads and trails, steeplechase, cross country and stadium 
jumping. If the middle three (normally held on the 2nd of 3 days) are long 
enough to constitute an endurance test, we have the Complete Test. If not 
we have what is known as a modified event. 

All the obvious advantages are with the Thoroughbred. We have them 
in quantity (over 9,000 foals a year) and likely 5 year old prospects can be 
bought off the track for a few hundred dollars. They have speed, stamina 
and the competitive spirit. Their way of going is apt to be brilliant and 
they negotiate spread jumps naturally. They also have some disadvantages 
—a low, sweeping way of going unsuitable for rough country; a lack of 
hock action which helps a horse to jump height; and the hot, excitable 
racing temperament which is essential on the track, but a handicap in Com- 
bined Training. 

The Combined Training enthusiast looking for a mount has thus two 
alternatives. He can try to find a Thoroughbred naturally endowed with 
the minimum of the breed’s disadvantages which he can then seek to elimi- 
nate by training. Or he can look for a horse with enough Thoroughbred 
blood to furnish the breed’s good points and enough other blood to over- 
come its drawbacks—a type of horse now extremely difficult to find in this 
country although still produced to some extent abroad. If he is up to com- 
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peting in Three Day Events includ- 
ing the endurance test the argu- 
ments in favor of the Thoroughbred 
are all the stronger. If, however, 
the event is shortened to two days 
with the endurance phases following 
dressage on the first day, he will find 
the hour or more’s hard work re- 
quired to get a fit Thoroughbred 
horse quiet enough for a good dres- 
sage test to be a handicap when he 
faces the rigors of the cross country. 
In such case he had better try and 
persuade the Committee to have 
dressage precede stadium jumping 
on the second day. 

If our rider is not up to competing 
in endurance phases, which of neces- 
sity cannot be included in one day 
events and are often omitted in the 
two day variety, the quiet dispo- 
sition, hock action and higher way 
of going found in many part Thor- 
oughbred horses and in ponies, will 
be relatively more advantageous. 

One thing is certain. Good breed- 
ing and natural aptitude are of little 
significance without good training 
and riding. As in other competitive 
branches of equestrian sport, a good 
horseman is even more important 
than a good horse.

I bought the 
horse about three years ago from a farm- 
er’s pasture, where he had been kept 
outside winter and summer and was not 
even halterbroken, I never had broken in 
a mustang before in my life. Naturally 
I got into all kinds of trouble. After I

Go Lightly dropped back, but *Royal 
Beacon II held second place, as Dedicate 
went on to finish first by three lengths. 
Helfast was next under the wire and then 
came Third Brother. 

When Dedicate was disqualified and 
placed last, the others moved up a notch. 
*Royal Beacon II , the official winner, 
belongs to Mr. Sylvester Rich, of Pitts- 
burgh. The race was worth $65,000. 

*Royal Beacon II was making his 14th 
start of 1957 and racking up his sixth win, 
He has been second twice and third twice,

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Steeplechasing At Saratoga 
John E. Cooper 


Highlight of the first week of ’chasing 
at Saratoga was the $10,000 added Promise 
for 3-year-old hurdlers on Thursday, Aug- 
ust 6th, and ’twould be an understatement 
to say that it had a strong Irish accint’. A 
rangy chestnut gelding with the beguiling 
name of *Patrick Begorra carried the 
green, white and gold colors of Mrs. 
Michael G, Walsh to a convincing two 
length victory after nephew Tommy Walsh 
had made liberal use of the stick for 
most of the about one mile and a half 
journey. It hardly need be said that the 
trainer was none other than Michael G. 
Walsh himself, 

Ten novice jumpers went postward and 
after a short delay, a ragged start was af- 
fected which saw Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ 
Punctuality off on top, and Mrs. E, H. 
Woods’ Roman Request pinched back to 
last. My Last Try, owned by F, Eugene 
Dixon, and running coupled with Roman 
Request got off slowly, but reached the top 
flight at the first fence, only to run into 
interference, which marked most of the 
race for at least half the field. Meanwhile, 
Punctuality continued to set the pace, 
closely followed by Gridiron. The latter 
took command going down the far side the 
second time with Montpelier’s Benguala, 
the favorite, and * Patrick Begorra inclose 
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attendance. Rounding the far side, the 
eventual winner moved up to take the lead, 
while Jimmy Hobales on F, Eugene Dixon’s 
My Last Try, made a strong bid for top 
honors. However, *Patrick Begorra was 
not to be denied and Tommy Walsh kept 
after him coming down the stretch and up 
to the wire, with the Dixon colorbearer 
beaten two lengths, while another length 
and a half back, Benguala took third place 
followed by Punctuality. 

*Patrick Begorra was bred in Ireland 
and is by River Prince out of Yellow 
Pearl. He was acquired by Mickey Walsh 
as a yearling, brought here and broken, He 
made his first start at the Stoneybrook 
races last March, finishing second in a 
hurdle race. He then won at Adjacent 
Hunts, and later showed several good ef- 
forts at Delaware Park and Monmouth 
Park. 


Shillelah Steeplechase 

Opening race of the New York season, 
also went to the Walsh family with Inde- 
pendence scoring a clever victory ina two 
mile Shillelah Steeplechase on Monday, 
which carried a $7,000 purse, and enrich- 
ed the Walsh’ coffers to the tune of 
$4,550, The field of eight was headed by the 
J. V. H. Davis trained entry of Guilford 
Dudley, Jr’s *Hurst Park , and Allison 
Stern’s Glencannon, which attracted most 
of the public interest despite his top weight 
of 157 lbs. Racing for the first jump, Cov- 
eted took the lead followed by Glencannon, 
and here the field was reduced by one when 
Eastcor pecked and lost John Knowles, 
Three fences later Coveted unseated Bob 
McDonald, leaving Glencannon with anun- 
disputed lead. However he began a series 
of minor mistakes, and as the field passed 
the stands the second time, Tommy Walsh 
had Independence well placed on the out- 
side of him, and not more than a length 
or two away. Landing poorly over the last 
jump on the frontside, and going to the 
turn, Glencannon was bothered somewhat 
by the riderless Coveted, Bending into the 
far side the last time, Independence moved 
willingly and went to the top. From that 
point to the finish he gradually increased 
his lead to coast under the wire a dozen 
lengths in front of his field. Meanwhile, 
Glencannon dropped out of it, making a 
series of fencing errors, finally running 
through the 12th and final jump, at which 
point Schulhofer had the opportunity for a 
close study of the grass in Saratoga’s 
infield, While this was happening, Billing 
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Bear, The Proff and *Hurst Park battled 
it out for secondary honors, Billing Bear 
got the best of this.crossing the line five 
lengths in front of The Proff, which out- 
finished *Hurst Park for third money in 
the stretch run. 


Black Emperor Wins 

The changed hurdle course came infor 
its first test the following day, when ten 
maidens contested the ‘‘about one mile 
and a half distance”. Jimmy Murphy 
rode Mrs. C, E, Adams’ Black Emperor 
to a front running victory, but although 
he won by more than daylight, he was rid- 
den briskly through the stretch to hold 
Helianthemum. Running in last position 
for the first half of the journey, Helian- 
themum closed very strong, and might 
have been closer with better racing luck, 
Mrs. Anson Bigelow’s Rotal ran an im- 
proved race over his first try at Mon- 
mouth a week previously, to be second 
at the final hurdle, but taking this poorly, 
he recovered slowly, while both Helian- 
themum and *Super Jet 2nd went by him, 
the last mentioned finishing third half a 
length further back, and two lengths in 
front of Rotal. 





Woolfe Entry Runs One-Two 

Ray Woolfe saddled the entry on Wed- 
nesday, which ran one-two in The Galsac, 
a $6,000 two mile ‘chase. Held at 3 to 5 
in the betting, Mrs. L. C, Ledyard’s 
Actinic and Montpelier’s Dromond, ran and 
jumped as well as their price, going head 
and head part of the time, with never less 
than four lengths advantage after they got 
to the lead. Actinic, a six-year-old, and 
considered a top jumper prospect two 
years ago, until he went wrong, held the 
advantage both in years and experience, 
over Montpelier’s four-year-old Dro- 
mond, and they finished in that order with 
Dromond about two lengths behind the win- 
ner. Running a surprisingly good race, Ex- 
pedient seemed a certain third until he 
fell at the final jump, which permitted the 
veteran ‘chaser His Boots to garner the 
not inconsiderable third money of $550. 
But ’N Ben was fourth, while External Re- 
lations just managed to limp over the fin- 
ish line after breaking down in the running. 





Close Finish 

Closest finish of the week came on 
Friday, when a field of well matched 
platers went postward in what is now of- 
ficially called ‘‘about one mile and five 
eighths”, but which earlier in the week 
had still been called ‘‘about one mile and 
a half’’, Allison Stern’s Mycroft ran pro- 
minently all the way, established a clear 
cut lead midway through, and still led by 
more than daylight at the final hurdle. In 
the stretch run, Willard Thompson on 
Mycroft had his mount under a strong 
drive up to the wire, and Mrs. H, Mc- 
Knight’s *Narcissus 2nd, under: a hustling 
finish from Paddy Smithwick came within 
a long eyelash of getting it all. Another

KING GEORGE Vi STAKES 


Peter Towers-Clark 


Just one month after the Derby, and 
two weeks before the running of the King 
George VI & Queen Elizabeth Stakes at 
Ascot, Sir Victor Sassoon announced that 
he would run Crepello in Britain’s richest 
race. The decision, given a few days 
before the final declaration of forfeit, 
resulted in a wholesale withdrawal of 
those engaged, especially the three-year- 
olds, and only thirteen horses held their 
ground, 

Two days before the big race, came the 
announcement that Crepello would not be 
started if the ground was heavy. 

From 11 a.m. rain fell heavily over 
the course for two hours on the morning 
of the race, and for the first time the 
question of Crepello’s participation be- 
came a live issue. Certainly the going 
had been rendered ‘‘dead’’, but there did 
not seem to be any question of it being 
heavy, and it was very much better than 
when Ribot had ploughed his way tovictory 
twelve months before. Down from the 
stands came the crowd after watching the 
previous race, to be greeted by twelve 
numbers on the number boards, but no 
No. 13. So Crepello did not run! 

The disappointment of those who had 
made the long journey to see him, despite 
a nation-wide bus strike, not to speak of 
those who had already backed him at 
odds-on and were now not to get evena 
run for their money, can well be imagined. 

The decision was made as it was thought 
that a severe race would prejudice the 
colt’s chances of winning the St. Leger 
and thus of becoming the first Triple 
Crown winner since *Bahram, for all 
along this has been the avowed objective. 
Whether it was the right one, it is im- 
possible to say, for only the trainer 
knows what his horse can do, In fairness 
to the Clerk of the Course, it must be 











said that the going did not seem to be 
heavy. That the whole incident was most 
regrettable, there can be no denying, 
for it enhances neither the reputation 
of the horse nor of racing in general. 

**Good horses can win on any going”’ 
is an old and wise adage. Those who 
read my feature in the issue of June 28th 
will recall that I said that Crepello was 
a horse of world class. That he must surely 
have won easily on Saturday, it is diffi- 
cult to doubt. But my confidence in our 
champion is sadly shaken. 

With the favorite’s defection, the race 
was at the mercy of the foreign contenders, 
of which six were French, one Italian, 
one Belgian and one Irish, for the three 
English four-year-olds seemed to have 
very little chance. 

Best, or should one say least bad, of 
the English colts was thought to be Talgo, 
who had disappointed badly in his two races 
this year after his fine race when second 
to Ribot last fall in the Prix de l’Arc de 
Triomphe. There were only two three- 
year-olds in the field, the Irish Two Thou- 
sand Guineas winner Jack Ketch, by the 
sprinter Abadan, whose chances of getting 
the distance seemed remote, and Prince 
Aly Khan’s Al Mabsoot. It had generally 
been expected that the latter would not 
run owing to the death of the Aga Khan, 
but on the previous day it was announced 
that he would be started, the entry being 
made in the name of Mme Vuilliers, 
wife of the Aga Khan’s former manager. 
The winner of the valuable Prix Lupin 
he had been fifth in the French Derby and 
then unplaced at Saint Cloud. 

The one horse to whom nobody gave 
a second thought was Montaval, bred and 
owned by Ralph B. Strassburger, an 
American who races in France. Second in 
the previous year’s Epsom Derby, he 
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had come over a week before for the 
Eclipse Stakes when, on terms 7 lb bet- 
ter than weight for age, he had been beaten 
five lengths by Crepello’s vastly inferior 
stable companion Arctic Explorer. After 
such a moderate display, it had been 
assumed that he would return to France, 
and it had come as a surprise to learn 
that he had been sent to Newmarket and 
would be a starter. 

Yet it was these very two horses, 
neither of whom had been expected to 
run only a few days before the race, 
that fought out a thrilling finish. After 
Tissot and Todrai had led into the straight 
ahead of Fric and Jack Ketch, Fric was 
left clear ahead with a quarter of a mile 
to go as the others fell back beaten, 
but he in turn soon came under pressure, 
to be passed by Montaval. Holding up his 
mount for one long run, for it was known 
that he would stop if taken to the front too 
soon, Jean Massard then brought Al Mab- 
soot on the outside and a hundred yards 
from home had gone a neck ahead and 
looked a sure winner. But then, just as 
feared, he started to falter, and Palmer 
drove Montaval up to him again, the pair 
passing the post with only inches between 
them. The photo showed Montaval a short- 
head in front, then two lengths behind in 
third place came the six-year-old Tribord, 
with yet another French horse, Saint 
Raphael, in fourth place and Talgo fifth, 
Both the winner and the fourth were 
among the extreme outsiders at 20-1, 
while the two placed horses were both at 
the next longest quoted odds of 100-7, so 
the bookmakers had a rare “‘plucking”’ - 
and on top of the lost bets on Crepello 
tool 

It was all a very sad performance for 
English supporters, marring what up to 
now has been a most satisfactory season, 
But once Crepello defaulted, only a miracle 
could have kept the prize at home. 

Bred by his owner, Montaval is by 
Norseman, who recently returned to 
France after several seasons at Leslie 
Combs Spendthrift Farm, Lexington, Ky. 
His dam is the winning *Nasrullah mare 
Ballynash (1946) who was bought by Strass- 
burger privately for 2,000 Guineas after 
passing through the sales ring at Newmar- 
ket for 1,800 Guineas at the end of her 
racing career. For her owner she has 
also bred the good colt Mourne, who was 
a strongly fancied second- favorite to beat 
Crepello in the Derby but split a pastern 
shortly before the race.

HUNTING IN IRELAND 


Roger R. Jones 


In Ireland, the unexpected nearly al- 
ways happens. It’s part of the country’s 
charm, So if you’re an American visitor 
pursuing the elusive fox across banks, 
ditches and stone walls in Limerick or 
Galway, you should be prepared for any- 
thing. That, at least, is what I’m told by 
one of the Americans who took last year’s 
Irish hunting tour organized by Swissair, 
the airline of Switzerland, ‘‘Fox-hunting 
in Ireland is unique’’, said my informant. 
‘*Fhe unusual type of terrain provides 
thrills and surprises you get nowhere 
else in the world, It’s great, but you

will, if asked, explain their own special 
techniques of hunting to the visitor. Their 
hospitality is also traditional, and Smith 
remembers with gusto how each day’s 
sport was preceded by the ceremony of 
‘‘warming up’’. In Irish hunting circles, 
this means raising - and lowering - a tumb- 
ler half filled with brandy, half with port. 
It is a more than adequate protection 
against the weather. 

Smith discovered other things about 
hunting in Limerick, He learned not to 
lean too far forward inthe saddle, because 
the horse pauses on top of the bank before 
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found the walls to be anything from two to 
five feet high, and about twelve inches 
thick. He was getting just a little nervous 
at the prospect of scaling them on horse- 
back when Lady Molly announced that he’d 


be riding Fog. ‘*Fog’’, my friend recalls, . 


‘twas the nearest thing to an armored tank 
in Ireland, a magnificently-built animal”’. 
Standing more than 17 hands high, Fog 
evidently had no fears about jumping stone 
walls. Most of them he cleared easily. 
The others he literally forced his way 
over, his front legs knocking away any 
loose stones on the wall which impeded 
his path. Smith was at first bewildered by 
this performance, but since there are about 
thirty walls to every mile, he got used 
to it. However, his first action after dis- 
mounting was to inspect the front legs of 
his mount for cuts or bruises. There were 
none, Smith wished the same were true of 
himself, 

But if the hunting in Ireland is strenu- 
ous, the charm of the country- side and the 
warm friendliness of the Irish people more 
than make up for it. Smith enjoyed himself 
tremendously and hasn’t stopped talking 
about it since. (Released by Swissair Ltd.)

certainly need a sense of humour!’* And 
after listening to his story, I can believe 
this. My friend’s name is not important, 
but let’s call him Mr. Smith, In spite of 
not having hunted for years, he quickly 
saw the advantages of the tour - a plan- 
ned itinerary, horses provided, hotel arr- 
angemerits made - and signed up. Touch- 
ing down at Shannon airport, his adventures 
began in nearby Limerick, which is known 
locally as ‘‘bank and ditch country”. 
Smith soon found out what this meant. 
The banks are usually about 4 feet high, 
and the ditches on the far side fram 3 to 
4 feet in width, ‘‘What you have to re- 
member,’’ says Smith, ‘‘is that the ditches 


are filled with water. It’s good to know 
this in advance!*’, Smith didn’t - he found 
out the hard way. 

But the Irish are a friendly people and 


leaping the ditch. He also learned to 
appreciate damp, rainy weather which pro- 
vides better scent. Incidentally, it also 
softens the turf underfoot in case of a 
fall . . . but my friend was lucky. He 
now regards himself as an experienced 
bank-and-ditch man, and his friends back 
home are impressed accordingly. 

The second week of the tour took him 
North to Galway, where he stayed as a 
paying guest in Lady Molly Cusack-Smith’s 
manor house, Lady Molly is a well- known 
figure in Ireland, She has her own pack of 
hounds and is an acknowledged authority 
on horses and hunting. She made the 
American group feel very welcome, 

My friend Smith was now privileged to 
hunt with the famous Galway Blazers, 
across what was described as “‘stone wall 
country’’, On closer inspettion, Smith 


Deer Damage 
To Orchards 


In the Eastern Panhandle of West 
Virginia, where apple growing is a major 
industry, at least one orchard has been 
forced to take an unusual step to prevent 
deer damage to its young trees. 

Consolidated Orchard Co, of Paw Paw, 
Morgan County, has built over five miles 
of seven-foot deer fence and is in the 
process of building three more miles. 
Needless to say, this is a costly remedy. 

Consolidated, one of the 10 biggest 
producers in the United States with ex- 
tensive orchard lands in Morgan and 
Hampshire Counties, W. Va., and Alle- 
gheny County, Md., lost over 2,000 new 
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apple trees last year because of deer 

damage. 

Most of these trees were at least five 
years old, and this is a costly loss since 
it takes eight to ten years for a tree to 
bear fruit. 

Henry W, Miller, Jr., vice president 
and general manager of Consolidated, per- 
sonally directed the building of the seven- 
foot fence. 

**It is a very serious matter when a 
commercial apple grower is unable to 
renew his orchards by planting and grow- 
ing young trees,”* Miller explained. ‘‘Of 
course the industry cannot expand unless 
it is possible to protect new plantings. 
Trees are the foundation of a commercial 
orchardist’s business. In short, trees 
are his factory.” 

When the fence was first put up, the 
strands were placed 11 inches apart. 
Several deer lost no time in going through, 
so the strands were replaced only eight 
inches apart. Miller has found that some 
deer will jump the seven-foot fence, but 
it has proven most effective in keeping 
a majority of them out. 

Miller said many trees were seriously 
damaged last year in spite of an expend- 
iture amounting to several hundred dollars 
for a so-called deer repellent spray that 
was effective for only about three weeks. 

Lack of food in surrounding areas, 
plus the abundance of food inthe orchards, 
create the problem. In addition to foraging 
on young trees and destroying them, bucks 
do still more damage by horning the 
larger trees. (Reprinted from ‘‘West Vir-

The Baghdad Hunt

There may be a Middle East Crisis; 
Syria may be going satellite, but when I 
received an invitation to hunt with the Roy- 
al Harrethiah hounds in Baghdad, I grab- 
bed my saddle, boots, etc., got into my 
car and drove 600 miles across absolute 
desert from Jordan to Iraq. It was well 
worth it. 

The Hunt is under the patronage of His 
Royal Highness, Prince Abdul Illah of 
Iraq; 30 couple of hounds hunt the jackal 
in the vicinity of Baghdad. The country is 
flat, criss-crossed with irrigationditches 
of various depths and widths, The joint 
masters are P, E. D, Hirst, an English- 
man, and General Obeid Abdullah, Com- 
mander of the King’s Bodyguard, The 
horses are provided by the Iraqui Army. 
They are small, tough . Arabians, incred- 
ibly agile in the particularly tricky going. 
The attendance of the hunt is enormous 
by our American standards: - fields of 
100 are not unusual......... The hounds met 
at the Royal Staff College, where we 
found our horses waiting for us under the 
care of adetachment of Iraqui cavalrymen, 
I was given a small, wiry, grey Arabian, 
who pranced and played as we jogged out 


into the country. The Field was very big 
and I threaded my way through it until I 
came near the field Master, General 
Obeid, mounted on a magnificent bay 
stallion. Hounds found almost immed- 
iately. There was a sharp burst across 
some fields, and the jackal, who ad evi- 

dently been caught unawares, was bowled 
over after a short chase of less than five 
minutes. 

Some twenty minutes later we were 
winding our way along an embankment - 
hounds working diligently across the fields 
on our left, when suddenly two ‘*jacks”’ 
jumped down the embankment and galloped 
off to the right. Hounds were immediately 
put on the line and the field redeployed 
accordingly. For almost 15 minutes 
nothing happened: we walked and trotted

over the fields, jumping or wading through 
the ditches. In the distance we could see 
the hounds, white blotches contrasting 
sharply with the emerald green of the 
fields. Then , all of a sudden, they were 
running in a billowing wave; a hundred 
yards ahead a small grey dot bounded 
along back towards the embankment we had 
just left, - the ‘‘jack’’ was running]! 

General Obeid goes as fast as his horse 
will carry him and the devil take the hind- 
most! We were now flying over the fields. 
Our mounts galloped full out over a terrain 
that would have killed any other horse but 
a local. The grass, occasionally knee-high, 
concealed ditches and dips unseen by the 
horseman, but which the horse mirac- 
ulously seemed to sense. Here and there

a wide irrigation ditch stood out, well 
marked by a small bank on either side. 
Most of the horses slowed down at such a 
ditch - popping in and scrambling out. 
However, General Obeid took them flying 
**a la steeplechaser”’, 

Unwilling to lose ground, I made my 
little Arabian jump in stride and he res- 
ponded as well as he could. We crossed in 
this fashion two or three ditches and came 
to a rather wide one. The General’s horse 
just made it, hindquarters scraping the 
far bank; my little fellow made a valiant 
try, his fore legs struck the far bank, 
which unfortunately crumbled, We turned a 


complete somersault in the ditch, but such 
was our impetus that we bounded out on 
the far side still together though in invert- 
ed fashion : - the Arabian on top of mel 
We unscrambled ourselves as fast as we 
could , as horsemen thundered past us on 
lathered horses, and off we went. After 
some fifteen munutes of fast going, which 
considerably thinned out the field, we found 
ourselves gallopjng on a wide dry mud flat 
on which a military air field was laid out. 
The ‘‘jack’’, running for his life, bounded 
over the runway, hounds running like the 
hounds of hell, close on his brush, the 
master, hunt staff, General Obeid and a 
few from the field pressing close behind, 
An aircraft attempting to land at that 
moment, wisely chose to postpone the 
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suitable sires.

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operation; a jeep careened from the ‘con- 
trol tower to intercept us and out jumped 
a British RAF officer. 

-Vision of a red face - bellowing it- 
self speechless, but quite uselessly as we 
flew on over the runways and beyond, My 
horse was beginning to blow, I rated him 
down to a slow canter, We were now some 
1/2 mile behind the hounds, but far ahead 
of the rest of the field. A solitary horse- 
man was galloping a hundred yards ahead 
and slightly to the right of me. We could 
see the hounds still running full cry and 
behind them a few pink coated figures. 
Over a big steep embankment, and again 
into the irrigated fields. The other horse- 
man (he turned out later to be an English 
officer) and I - half jumped half scrambled 
over a wide ditch and galloped on, picking 
our way through the intricate criss- 
cross patterns of the cultivated fields. 
Crossing a small ditch my game little 
Arabian atumbled and fell, coming down 
heavily on his side. He lay quite still. 
I thought that he was badly hurt; but, 
shaking his head, he was up again a 
moment later. I led him a few steps, then 
remounted and jogged to the palm tree 
grove, where the hounds had stopped after 
losing the valiant ‘‘jack’’, who had run 
54 minutes. In the grove I met the MFH, 
two whippers-in, the huntsman, General 
Obeid and three members of the field. I 
was the last arrival - the rest had dis- 
appeared, melting like the snows in 
springtime. It was a record-run, every- 
one was happy that this courageous ‘‘jack’’ 
had escaped with his life. We all wished 
him many a year of happy life and good 
wind for further sport. 

As we hacked home, a torrential down- 
pour caught us - the dried mud became 
so slippery it was almost impossible for 
the horses to walk. Several horses includ- 
ing my own fell while picking their way 
down the slippery slopes leading back to 
the stables - we were plastered with mud, 

At the Staff College a large reception 
had been arranged in Arab style. Sheep 
roasted whole, lay on enormous platters 
of rice. His Majesty King Feisal arrived, 
the band played, uniforms, scarlet coats 
and civilian dress blended into a picture 
which contrasted magnificently with the 
somber mediocrity of our twentieth cen- 
tury ‘‘existence’’. 

The next hunt, five days later, was a 
tame affair compared to the ‘history 
making’’ previous one. However, I was 
privileged to ride a horse given to me on 
General Obeid’s orders, which I shall 
remember for a long time. It was one of 
the best Arabians that I have ever ridden- 
a symphony of harmonious movements, 
jumping beautifully in stride over any 
ditch that we came to: - never hesitating, 
keen, bold, a true “‘lord of the desert’’, 

The next day I climbed into my car and 
returned to Amman, Jordan over the des- 
ert route - we made it in 16 hours 
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The Value Of Ponies

I cannot myself put a cash value upon 
childhood memories, experience or hap- 
piness. Even in this welfare state, no shop 
stocks them. Nor can I precisely price 
things that, in the holidays, formed a boy’s 
character, like the small beginnings of 
courage, loyalty, responsibility, independ- 
ence and forethought. 

Yet, looking back over my years with 
horses, I find that these invaluable things 
grew from owning ponies in my childhood, 
This is no strange or rare discovery. 
Everyone, I think, who still loves horses 
and has had dealings with them in their 
youth can look back in gratitude to the 
same initiation. 

It is a pattern of English history that 
social evolutions, such as the one we live 
in now, grow steadily from below, and, 
instead of uprooting the things on top, 
take them over for themselves. Keeping 
ponies, once the preserve of the well-to- 
do and certainly of country children, has 
now spread all over the country. 

Some circumstances still mean a poni- 
less child: lack of means, town life, non- 
horsy or over-burdened parents, achild’s 
antipathy, fear, or other interests, the 
difficulty of finding accommodation, tact- 
less forcing by parents. 

‘‘Charles, your pony’s here. You really 
must ride him every day these holidays. 
And enter for the Hunter Trials. And re- 
member it’s the last day’s hunting this 
side of the country next Monday...And...”” 

A pity this, especially when dealing 


with boys. But pity more those children 
who have never had the chance to know 
that part of British life - the cunning and 
amiable, docile and wilful, lovable and 
infuriating, odd little pony. 


Part of the Family 

These ponies are a part of the family 
they dominate. Their age is often as un- 
certain as their mood, In a large family 
they pass from one child to the next, as 
size and ability call for something bigger, 
faster - something that can jump a gate. 
They pass from one friendiy family to 
another; often there is a waiting-list. 

‘Don’t forget, Diana, you promised last 
Christmas that we should have Smokey for 
Dick as soon as your Anne grows out of 
him.....we Cannot wait to get him.” 

Of course, the more Smokey sees of 
children the more character he develops. 
He loves life, hunting he adores, gymk- 
hanas make a change, and sometimes he 
startles everyone, including himself, by 
doing a remarkably good round in a small 
jumping class. Twice a year he suddenly 
gallops round the local Pony Club Hunter 
Trial courses with suchdash and precision 
that his proud owners wonder whether the 
old boy has been hiding his light under a 
bushel too long and should be doing more 
of this competition business.

almost reasoned with. These are hard 
things for a man, ler alone a child, to 
learn, especially with rosettes to be won, 
But what an inestimable advance when you 
can think yourself into another’s mind and 
wonder why he does certain things or acts 
in a certain way. Why, oh why, will he 
do some things and not others? What a 
personal triumph when the source of one of 
Smokey’s most maddening failings has 
been sorted out and the key found. 

Maddening ponies may be, but bullies 
or lunatics very seldom, Otherwise they 
would not pass on from child to child, 
from family to family, valued above all 
things. That they will first look after 
themselves is no bad lesson for any of 
us. They will spot wire in some nasty 
gap for which the foolish child on his back 
is wildly heading. They will jump short 
and at an angle so that they clear the 
roadside hedge on to the grass verge 
and not the slippery tarmac. They will 
refuse to jump at all on greasy going; 
they know a bog when they see it. If 
they do not feel good, if the saddle hurts, 
the girth is loose or the bridle pinches, 
if a shoe is loose, they will somehow 
indicate that something is wrong. Because 
they cannot speak of these things in aloud 
voice or put them in writing, they sub- 
consciously arouse the first stirrings of 
understanding, sympathy and responsi- 
bility.

won't go.”” 

Try this. No. That? No, ‘‘Oh, look, 
he’s got a lump on his back, Oh dear, I 
knew the saddle needed restuffing - Imust 
get Mummy to take it to the saddlers, 
but I quite forgot. Poor Smokey. Now he 
can’t be ridden for weeks. Poor me.” 


_ Their Hardiness 

Fortunately for themselves, due large- 
ly to their ancient breeding and its back- 
ground of self-preservation in a wild state 
on moor, fell or dale, our native ponies 
are incredibly hardy. They can exist at 
grass where racehorses would quickly turn 
into clothes-horses. They can withstand 
weather which would wither a Thorough- 
bred or an Arab. All the same, they need 
fresh, clean water always, hay in winter 
and some grain when they are working. 
They make it quite clear to ‘‘their”’ 
child that nowadays they are unfortunately 
dependent upon mankind for their liveli- 
hood, whereas in the good old days they 
found their own. Occasionally they show 
their gratitude. They are greedy, of 
course. They will soon knock sideways 
any crazy notion that if Smokey has twice 
as much feed he will gallop twice as fast 
(a theory still practiced by some adult 
horse trainers who should know better). 
Actually, what Smokey will do if given 
too much to eat is to stand on his hind 
legs or buck twice as high - when his 
rider will have learnt something else. 

It’s all learning, just as life afterwards 
is all learning too. But it’s fun. Ponies 
provide happiness, some triumphs and 
some disasters. They give confidence, 
self-reliance and thought for others. They 
demand responsibility. They give affec- 
tion. But they must be handled sensibly, 
or like children they lose their respect. 
They provide one of the joys of life - 
a man and horse doing something to- 
gether, inter-dependent and at the same 
time combined,

The Skaneateles Rotary Perpetual 
Champion Trophy is an award made to 
the horse that gathers the most points 
in any of the hunter divisions. This award 
was made to the working hunter champ- 
ion of the show, Little Sailor, owned and 
ridden by Peggy Augustus, which had 23 
points. The horse that won the working 
hunter reserve rosette was Champtown 
which is owned by Katherine Hall. 

There was no doubt about the winner 
of the green working championship. Sky’s 
Heather, a lovely looking palomino mare, 
owned by Mr. and Mrs, William Faugh and 
ridden by Roger Young, scored up 16 
points to be champion while the reserve 
horse, Teddy Bear, owned and ridden by 
Alice Frazer, had 8 points. 

Grover Stephens rode his attractive 
brown colt, Garden of Eden, to win the 
green hunter crown, This horse was enter- 
ed in four classes and won 3 blues and one 
red. He was sold at the conclusion of the 
show to Waverly Farm, Ed Daniels aboard 
Lakelawn Farms’ Sir trouble was awarded 
the reserve rosette. 

Lakelawn Farms’ SunDial consistently 
won points to win the conformation hunter 
crown John Pettibone’s Duke of Paeonian 
not too far behind the Lakelawn horse was 
reserve, 











The jumper division had nine events 
that had to be performed. There were 
very few clean performances seen. The 
first three events were won by Tommy 
Magerk, who rode the St. Judes Horse 
Show Association’s Coronation, Then 
Tommy was unable to perform in the 
bonus point classes because he lost his 
weights. The riders in these two events 
had to weigh 60 pounds. The first of the 
two bonus point classes was won by Hugh 
Wiley on his brilliant jumper Nautical.

Michael Del Balso was the most con- 
sistent young rider in the show. He won 
the medal class plus several other equi- 
tation events and rode his sister’s horse 
Back Creek to the reserve junior hunter 
rosette under Waverly Farm’s Sun Imp. 

The first of the series of junior jump- 
er classes was won by Mrs. Bernard Gim- 
bel’s Air Command, Anne Durland aboard 
her Ricochet placed close behind. The 
second event was won by Chet Clark and 
his Granada; the third event the same. 
Throughout the rest of the division Gran- 
ada and Ricochet kept on winning points 
until the two were pinned champion and 
reserve junior jumper respectively. 

The most important award of the show 
was the Netherland Farms Perpetual Tro- 
phy for the best junior sportsman. The 
junior who proved to be the best sport 
about everything was Michael DelBalso, 
Runners up to the winner were Peter 
Winkleman , Lynn Solinger and Victoria 
Rider, Undecided. 


Santa Barbara 
County Fair 


The Santa Barbara County Fair Horse 
Show (not to be confused with the Santa 
Barbara National Horse Show) was held at 
Santa Maria, California, July 24-28. High- 
light of the show was the Madonna Con- 
struction Company’s Jumper Stake. There 
were twelve fences of every kind and des- 
cription, with big spreads used as the 
middle fence in the triple in and out that 
had to be jumped twice. Some of the fences 
were of a type never used in our rings 
before. For these reasons it seems that 
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it would have been a far better class had 
the fences been constructed more along 
the lines of those generally seen in the 
big stakes. Had that been the pattern fol- 
lowed, many of the top horses would not 
have come out with anywhere from 12 to 
17 faults. There was only one brilliant 
performance in the class and that was put 
in by All Mio, owned and ridden by Jimmy 
Williams. This horse jumped the course 
as if he had schooled it many times, com- 
ing out with only a half a fault. This ob- 
server believes there is not a horse in 
the country which could have bettered his 
performance over the course that night. 
By winning the class he received $2,963.84, 
which he certainly earned, In the second 
spot was Watch This, owned by the Oak 
Lane Stables and ridden by Ralph Corp. 
Tied for third was Battling Bim, owned 
by Tab Hunter and ridden by Clyde Ken- 
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Betsy Long up on JINMARU, winner of

It was about as good a class as 
any show could produce. In the 3rd spot 
was Brigham City owned by the Encinal 
Stables and ridden by Louis Garino, who 
also was clean the first time round and 
collected one fault on his second try. 
In the 5th spot was Tally Ho, the imported 
Irish horse, owned and ridden by one of 
our best young riders, Trish Galvin. This 
young lady is going a long way with this 
good horse.

This is the first volume of what it is 
hoped will become an annual series. Since 
1875, when the Hurlingham Club Polo 
Committee drew up the first English rules, 
this institution has been the headquarters 
of polo in Britain and the Empire. In 
addition to members representing English 
Clubs, the Council is made up of repres- 
entatives from the Polo Associations of 
Ireland, India, Pakistan, Malta, Kenya, 
Nigeria, Malaya and Jamaica, Other Clubs 
listed as playing under Hurlingham Rules 
include Accra, Colombo, Tangier, Somali- 
land and Tamale. Many of the Empire 
Associations are very large - in Africa, 
for example, there are 64 clubs affiliated 
with the South African Polo Association 
(to say nothing of 14 in Kenya and 9 in 
Nigeria) as compared with 19 in England 
affiliated with Hurlingham. 

The Year Book lists the names and 
officials of these Associations and Clubs 
together with brief histories of the organ- 
izations and of their principal tournaments 
and the handicaps of their individual play- 
ers. Incidentally, it is noted that the 
handicapping system was developed in this 
country, being instituted by the U, S, Polo 
Association in 1891 and adopted by Hurl- 
ingham in 1910, 

The second half of the book is devoted 
to the International Rules of Polo which 
were adopted in principle in 1939 by all 
Polo Associations, the U, S, Polo Assoc- 
iation Rules being substantially the same 
but differently numbered. The Yearbook 
should be on the shelves of everyone in-

This volume of the American Morgan 
Horse Register is dedicated to the late 
Charles Augustus Stone and to his son, 
Whitney Stone, who , since 1927 - aperiod 
of 30 years - have provided the means 
and the personnel for carrying on the work 
of the Register at their offices in New 
York City. Some 75 years ago Colonel 
Joseph Batell organized and conducted 
the research upon which the first volume 
of the Morgan Horse Register was based 
and then continued his interest to publish 
Volumes II and III, After his death, the 
Register was purchased from the Battell 
Estate by C, Chauncey ‘Stillman, who 
organized The Morgan Horse Club and 
published Volume IV. Upon Mr. Stillman’s 
death in 1926, Mr. C, A, Stone took over. 
At that time, there were only about 40 
members of The Morgan Horse Club and 
less than a hundred horses were being 
registered annually. Under the Stones, 
membership in the Club has been built up 
to about 500 and about the same number 
of horses are being registered each year. 
Whitney Stone is not only interested in 
Morgans, but is also president of the U.S, 
Equestrian Team, a member of The Jock- 
ey Club, president of the Turf and Field 
Club at Belmont Park and a member of 
the Executive Committee of the American 
Horse Shows Association and of the Nat- 
ional Horse Show Association, He has 
been a director and treasurer of The 
Morgan Horse Club since 1931. 

At the present time, the directors of 
The Morgan Horse Club are endeavoring 
to develop means for establishing head- 
quarters and engaging the necessary per- 
sonnel to carry on the increasing work 
of the Register and to coordinate the act- 
ivities of the scattered groups of breed- 
ers who are organizing local clubs in 
various sections of the United States.

1953-1956, 

Each horse is traced back to a mare 
in the original volume through an easy 
reference number. The index and the 
stallion register are also brought fully up 
to date in the supplement, 

It will interest supporters of Florida’s 
latest champion King Hairan to find out 
that by his success in the Hopeful Stakes 
he has required the introduction of a new 
family not shown in the original Tables, 
which descends from Haxhall’s Moses 
Mare and has been designated A,38, 


The Fourth Supplement is, of course, 
of little value without the original work, 
though it does reveal at a glance those 
families which have had the greatest suc- 
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cess in the last four years. Serious stu- 
dents of bloodstock who do not yet own 
‘*Family Tables of Racehorses’’ (1953) 
would assuredly be well-advised to con- 
sider making good the deficiency now while 
copies still remain in print.

COMMON - SENSE THERAPY FOR 
HORSES‘ INJURIES. BY CHARLES L, 
STRONG, M. C, S, P., LONDON, FABER 
AND FABER, LTD., 1950. 196 pp. (NO 
PRICE AVAILABLE). 

Probably no group of diseases is more 
costly or more exasperating to horsemen 
than injuries to muscles, ligaments, and 
joints. More time is spent to less effect 
in treating them. The timely appearance, 
therefore, of a therapeutic treatment ef- 
fective in this area is of especial interest. 
Charles L, Strong, in his exhaustive treat- 
ise on the treatment of injuries by rhyth- 
mic muscular contractions seems to have 
accomplished just this. 

The principle involved is new only to 
the animal field: human physiotherapists 
have used it for half a century. Itis based 
on three major premises, First, that the 
physiological normality of motor tissues 
depends on the constant function of the 
muscle. Second, that the products of 
reaction to injury are, when stagnated, 
injurious to the tissues which contain 
them. Third, that muscles may be made 
to function involuntarily, but absolutely 
normally, by the use of the proper elec- 
tric current. 

Would that the application were as 
simple! Unfortunately, the physiology of 
the tissues being so complex, the eval- 
uation of injury being such an art, and 
the effective use of the apparatus requir- 
ing such skill, Mr. Strong has opened the 
door of application to only a few. 

Fortunately, this in nowise detracts 
from his book from the reader’s point of 
view. On the contrary, so thoroughly and 
lucidly does he unfold his rationale, that 
only the most basic acquaintance with 
medicine and anatomy is required to fol- 
low him to every conclusion, His discus- 
sion of the physiology of the tissues, the 
immediate and lasting effects of injury, 
and the mode of action of the treatment 
by rhythmic muscular contractions leaves 
virtually no question unanswered, no stone 
of contention unturned. 

As every treatment must be grounded 
in usefulness as well as theory, it is 
encouraging to see the wealth of docu- 
mented supporting evidence. Cases of all 
states and stages of malfunction and their 
successful correction are reported, with 
names, places, and dates. Noteworthy 
are the complete long term, as well as 
the remarkable immediate results. 

Here then is a notable advance in the 
care we can provide our horses. While 
the technique and judgement required 
assign its use to the experienced Veter- 
inarian, the fact of its existence is a 
boon to all horsemen, M. P. M-S.

Racing In Virginia 


Dear Sir: 

This letter is to set forth the advantages 
that might accrue to the State of Virginia 
if it were possible to have the Legisla- 
ture enact a pari-mutuel bill. 

Virginia needs a new source of tax 
revenue. During the past decade its bud- 
get has been mounting steadily, notably 
in the fields of education and welfare. 
From 1952 to 1956 the sums spent for 
schools rose from $89,267,345 to $127, 
636,415 an increase of 42% which will 
necessarily continue. We will have to 
raise more money - a lot more money - 
if we want our children to have a good 
education. 

Most sources of revenue are already 
heavily taxed - the exception being horse 
racing. During 1956 twenty six states 
received a total of $207,456,272 in taxes 
from racing or an average of $7,979,087 
per state. There is every reason to believe 
that racing in Virginia would put com- 
parable amounts into the state Treasury. 

In addition to the benefits received 
through taxation racing contributed to the 
prosperity of these states in many other 
ways. The towns and counties in which 
the race tracks are situated received 
substantial amounts from taxes on their 


land and buildings. Many residents were 
paid gdod salaries as track employees. 
Visiting racing fans spent a lot of money 
in restaurants, hotels, motels, shops and 
service stations, while trainers bought 
grain, hay, and straw. 

The horse breeding industries in these 
states have shown marked growth, stim- 
ulated by special races and special awards 
given by track managements, while the 
Virginia breeding industry has declined, 
The development of stud farms in racing 
states has raised local tax receipts, pro- 
vided additional employment and increased 
the sales of building materials, farm 
machinery, seed, fertilizer and feed. 
Chambers of Commerce testify to the 
added prosperity of racing communities. 

The Thoroughbred Racing Protective 
Bureau, organized in 1946 by T.R.A., 
the association of race track manage- 
ments, under the supervision of Spencer 
Drayton, former assistant to J. Edgar 
Hoover of the F.B,I., has made racing 
the most honest and closely supervised 


of all sports, from which all undesirable. 


elements are rigidly excluded. Surveys 
indicate that the average racing fan is 
married, a church member, a small 
bettor and goes to the track from | to 4 
times a year. 

Racing in Virginia would necessarily 
be restricted to a few localities where 
it was economically feasible and where 
local residents were thoroughly in favor 
of it. At the same time the benefits of 
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racing would accrue to the entire State, 
We need only legislative action to give 
to Virginia this badly needed source of 
additional revenue for use in the fields 
of education and welfare.

Horsemen will have another rich purse 
to shoot at, and spectators a new thrill 
when the Pennsylvania National Horse 
Show introduces a new class this year. 

It’s the High Jump, designed as acom- 
panion to the Big Jump that had its in- 
augural at the Pennsylvania National last 
year. The Big Jump had a total purse of 
$10,618.09 last year - richest in horse 
show history. 

The High Jump will have its own pot 
of gold - a purse of $5,000 to the owner 
of a horse that breaks the 34-year-old Am- 
erican record of eight feet, 13/16 of an 
inch, The mark was set by ahorse named, 
appropriately, Greatheart, at the South 
Shore Country Club, Chicago, in 1923. 
Greatheart was owned by Jack Peabody 
and was ridden by Fred Veysey. 


SWEEPSTAKE JACKPOT 

In England, they have a horse show ev- 
ent known as a Sweepstake Jackpot. Each 
competitor puts up a deposit of , say, 40 
shillings. For every fault he makes in 
negotiating the jumping course, he forfeits 
2 shillings and sixpence. If he is elimin- 
ated, he forfeits his entire deposit. All the 
forfeit money is paid into the Jackpot, 
which is used to increase purses.
